ANGELS IN TARTAROS FELT THE TOUCH 





Incarcerated In Chains of Darkness Forever 





F. J. Lee, General Overseer 


“For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell (tartaros) and delivered them 
into chains of darrness, to be reserv- 
ed unto judgment.” 

In the above text we learn that at 
some time in the far past God cast 
some angels down to hell. God is just 
and can be no more lenient with angels 
than with men. Notice—they were not 
taken up or over to hell, but were 
cast down. They are also represented 
as being bound with chains. This does 
not necessarily mean that they are 
held with iron chains but it only rep- 
resents the thought of being bound 
and no possible chance of deliverance. 
Jeremiah stated one time “He hath 
hedged about, that I cannot get 
out; he hath made my chain heavy.” 
From the fact that Jeremiah could not 
get out of his trial, he spoke of it as 
being a chain. 

“Make a chain: for the land is full 
of bloody crimes and the city is full 
of violence.” 

The above indicates that if Israel 
did not repent they would soon be 
wrapped in trouble and so bound that 
deliverance would be impossible. Yet 
God had no reference to an ordinary 
iron chain. 

Not only are the wicked angels 
bound as though being bound with 
chains, to the extent that deliverance 
is impossible, but they are bound in 
darkness. We also have a statement 
in Jude about this same affair.

“The angels which kept not their 
first estate, but tefi their Swh nace 
tation, he hath reserved in evertast- 
ing chains under darkness unto the 
judgment of the great day.” Jude also 
indicates that these angels are reserv- 
ed in chains. He calls them everlasting 
This indicates that though they are to 
come to judgment there is not a Dos- 
sible chance of deliverance for them. 
Their chains are everlasting. Other 
words their incarceration is eternal. 


Hell in this instance Is from the 
Greek word “tartaros” and 2 Pet. 2:4, 
the verse of our text is the only place 
that it is mentioned in the _ Bible. 
Tartaros is the deepest abyss of Hades. 
(Greek Dictionary). 

From the fact that tartaros is re- 
ferred to as the deepest abyss, the in- 
dication is that while it belongs to 
Sheol or Hades it is not the same 
compartment in which the souls of 
men go, but it is a deeper cavern of 
hell. 

There is no indication that these 
angels are suffering because of the 
fire, but their suffering can only be 
because of being eternally bound in a 


place of total darkness while they 
wait for the final judgment.

The 
margin in the King james version 


says their “principality.” This term 
means “a territory of a prince.” 

The Syriac version says, “kept not 
their priority.” “Priority.” Is the 
state of being first or going before 
in rank, time or place —wWebster. 

We see by the above explanation 
that there were once some angels that 
dwelt within the territory of a prince 
and their territory was priority, or be- 
fore other rank of beings. 

There is much evidence in Scripture 
as well as other proofs that this world 
existed ages before Adam’s day. God 
told Adam to multiply and replenish 
the earth, He also said the same to 
Noah. All agree as to what He meant 
in Noah’s case, why not agree that He 
meant the same in Adam’s day since 
the very same expression is used. 

This world has been twice over- 
thrown py water. See 2 Peter 3:5, 6.— 
“(Syriac version). This Scripture 
shows that the earth was submerged 
at the time referred to as the priority 
or before Adam’s day. It also states 
that it was again submerged, having 
reference to Noah’s day. 

The Lord said that He created the 
earth to be inhabited. This being the 
case, should the earth exist thousands 
of years before Adam’s day without 
an inhabitant? Not so, Jude tells us 
of some beings that were priority, or 
went ahead. These are the angels who 
kept not the territory controlled by a 
prince. 

Jesus refers to Satan as the prince 
of this world. John said, “He abode 
not in the truth,” Thus signifying that

The word 
“sanctification,” as it 1s used in the 
connection as stated above, was taken 
from the Greek word “Hagiasmos” 
which means to make holy, purify, 
consecrate, to make sacred, blameless 
or religious.” 


We should remember that a correct 


‘definition of any word or subject must 


include all that belongs to that which 
is being defined, and exclude all that 
does not. It is the explanation of a 
word or object, by its attributes, 
properties, or relation that distinguish- 
es it from all other things.

With the help that we get from ihe 
Greek and Engiisn dictionaries, and 
the divine guidance into. the Scriptuie 
by the Holy Ghost, we can readily see 
tat sanctificatton includes holiness, 
consecration, purity and Christian 
perfection, and that it exclu.es all 
that is not holy, blameless sacred and 
pure. Or, in other words, it excludes 
all that is arier the flesh. (See Gal 
5:16-23; Rom. 8:18). We cannot ef- 
fectively preach, teach or defend the 
doctrine of sanctification without ex 
cluding or exposing all that is fleshly 
or unholy. 

To exclude or expose the works of 
the flesh is what some people call 
radical or hard preaching, nevertheless 
it must be done by those who will dare 
to defend the essential doctrine of 
sanctification for that iz ineluded in 
the correct explanation of this great 
fundamental principle of the Chris- 
tian life. 

Truly it is time to launch a defen- 
sive campaign in behalf of the doctrine 
of sanctification. There are almost, if 
not as many theories on this subject 
as there are religious denominations; 
but what the people need, is not the- 
ory, but the truth of GOd’s Word cn 
the subject, and it must be put ke- 
fore them by precept and example 
The standard of this great fundamen- 
tal principle has been lowered by peo- 
ple who claim sanctification when 
their lives do not show the fruit of 
the Spirit. Envy, strife and division 
are known to exist among many who 
claim this high standard of Christian-

One church or beay of professed be™ 
lievers who -claim,. preach and teach 
sanctification will oppose another 
church that holds to the same 
high standard of the Christian life. 
Yes, and even members of the same 
church who claim to be sanctified 
will bite and devour one another and 
have envy and strife in their hearts 
toward their brother or sister in the 
church. Some will even become jealous 
if others in the church are called on 
more than they are, and when the 
preacher proves by the Word of God 
that their lives are contrary to their 
profession, they become offended. 

All such work cannot be other 
than the deeds of the flesh, which is 
the opposite of sanctification and will 
lower the standard of this great prin- 
ciple if seen in those who claim, 
teach and preach it. People may praise 
and applause the blood of Jesus in 
word, but if their lives do not prove 
its power to sanctify and elevate them 
above the works of the flesh, their 
words serve to dishonor His blood 
more than to honor it. 


It matters not with Satan how much 
people talk of what Christ’s blood will 
do, if he can keep them in a state of 
confusion and prevent them from ap- 
propriating its power to sanctify and 
bring them into a state of oneness. 

When Jesus prayed the Father to 
sanctify those who believed on Him, 
He made it plain that He wanted them 
sanctified that they all might be one. 
(See John 17:17-23). 

The sanctification that Christ is 
niade unto us, makes believers one, 
even as the Father and Son are one, | 
and the text given above shows that 
it makes them perfect in one. 

When there is division among be- 
lievers, it is for the lack of perfection 
that sanctification brings. 

Paul teaches that envy, strife and 
division show that people are carnal, 
and to be carnal is the opposite of 
sanctification. (See 1 Cor. 3:3). The 
desire of Jesus, as shown in His pray- 
er, was, that people might be sancti 
fied and made one, that the world 
might believe that the Father had 
sent Him. The world can only be evan- 
gelized through the united efforts of 
believers, therefore we cannot expect 
much progress in spirituality until 
there is a revival of sanctification and 
unity among them, that the world 
may know that the Christian religion 
is real. 

It is not my purpose to advocate the 
unifying of churches as they exist to- 
day, but rather to advocate the unify- 
ing of believers, because the Bible 
teaches that they should be perfect in 
one that the world might believe that 
God sent His Son to redeem it. 

The division that now exists among 
the professed followers of Christ is a 
hoon to infidelity,,and serves as muni- 
tion for the atheist, agnostic, modern- 
ist, and all who oppose Christ and the 
Bible. A vigorous campaign has been 
launched by _ the fundamentalists 
against the modernist; but the latter 
points the finger of scorn at the form- 
er and calls their attention to the re- 
ligious war, strife and division among 
themselves. 

It is true that everyone who believes 
in Christ and the Bible ought to take 
a bold stand for the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Christianity, but the funda- 
mentalists cannot expect to win in the 
conflict with infidelity unless’ they 
agree among themselves. 

One nation cannot wage a success- 
ful war against another as long as 
there is a civil war going on at home. 
Neither can professed believers put in- 
fidels to silence, as long as they fur- 
nish them with munition to carry on 
their war against the Christian reli- 
gion; but this they will continue to do, 
so long as they are divided and bite 
and devour one another. 

Oneness of believers is what will 
put the gainsayers to silence and prove 
to the world that God sent His Son, 
and that the Christian religion is real. 
It is time that those who would de- 
fend the fundamental principle of 
Christianity should put off their near- 
sighted vision of Christ and Him cru- 
cified, and get a long-sighted view of 
what He is made unto us and realize 
the importance of entire  sanctifica- 
tion. 

Paul teaches us that sanctification 
is for Spirit, soul and body which in- 
cludes every faculty of the human be- 
ing. And the very God of peace sanc- 
tify you wholly (entirely) and I pray 
God your whole spirit and soul and 
body (whole being) be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Faithful is he that calleth you, who 


have already noticed that the Greek 
word for sanctification means to make 
blameless, therefore, it is evident that 
to be sanctified wholly, and to have 
the whole spirit, soul and body preserv- 
ed blameless is exactly.the same. Man 
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is a trinity of” sptrit, ~ soul “and 
body, and as the entire being was 
ruined in the fali of the first Adam, 
it cah only be restored in Christ, the 
second Adam; therefore, He is made’ 
sanctification unto évery faculty of 
mankind—spirit, soul and. body, The 
spirit of man is that integral part 
which knows and links man with the 
things of men. “For what man know- 
eth the things of a man, save the 
spirit of man which is in him.” (1 Cor. 
2:11). 

This gives us an idea of why the 
spirit of man should be sanctified and 
preserved blameless. The unsanctified 
spirit of man knows only the things 
of man and is therefore sensual or 
natural. The Bible teaches that this 
kind of wisdom promotes envy and 
strife and descendeth not from above, 
but is earthly, sensual, develish. (See 
Jas. 3:14-18). Paul expressly declares 
that where envy, strife and division 
exist the people are carnal (sensual or 
natural) and walk as men. (1 Cor. 
3:3). Does not this graphically show 
that envy, strife and division originate 
in the unsanctified spirits of men, and 
is a tool of the devil to promote in- 
fidelity, when it is known to. exist 
among those who profess Christianity? 

O, for a revival of . sanctification, 
which will subdue the natural and 
unify believers. When the spirit of 
man is sanctified, it is elevated above 
the natural and linked with higher 
intelligence and is receptive cf the 
quickening Holy Spirit that reveals 
the things of God, which things the 
natural man cannot know. (See 1 Cor. 
2:12-15). 

The soul of man, although distinct 
from the Spirit, is an integral part 
that was effected by the fall, therefore 
it is depraved and can only be re 
stored in Christ. 

The soul is shown by the Scripture 
to be the sphere of the affections, de 
sires, will and emotions. It is the seat 
of the appetites and is effected by the 
circumstances of life. Hunger, thirst, 
sorrow, joy, love, hope, fear ete. are 
characteristics of the soul that are 
made known under certain conditions 
of life. 

When Jesus met face to face with 
the greatest trial of life, He said, “My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even un- 
to death.” (Matt. 26:38). David said 
to his soul, “Why art thou disquieted 
in me? hope thou in God.” Psa. 42:5). 
“Hungry and thirsty, their souls 
fainted in them.” (Psa. 107:5). The 
soul is the living part of man and is 
therefore the “self” and dominates 
the self life. The Greek, and Hebrew 
words translated, “Soul” are inter- 
changeable, and equivalent to the per- 
sonal pronouns. This is proof that the 
soul, as shown by the Scriptures is 
the person, the self, and the living 
part of man. 

When God created man, He breathed 
into him the breath of life, “and man 
became a living soul.” (Gen. 2:7). 
The soul needs to be sanctified be 
cause it is the “self” and in the natural 
state lives only for self-interest. The 
unsanctified soul is sensual and is 
therefore selfish, and self-willed; but 
when it accepts Christ as its sanctifi- 
cation it puts off the natural and is 
made partaker of the “Divine Nature.” 
There is no selfishness in the sancti- 
fied soul, for Christ is the life and all 
is for Him—nothing in reserve. 

The self-will is subdued and the will 
of God dominates; “For this is the will 
of God, even your sanctification.” (1 
Thes. 4:3). The body though separable 
from spirit and soul and subject to 
death, is nevertheless an integral part 
of man that was effected by the fall 
and therefore needs Christ and the 
sanctification He is made unto it. 

Paul teaches that the body is for the 
Lord and the Lord for the body. (See 
1 Cor. 4:13). Therefore, Christ is made 
sanctification unto the body, just as 
He is the spirit and soul. Paul further 
teaches that although the body is for 
the Lord, it is not acceptable to Him 
until it is made holy—sanctified. 
(Rom. 12:1). This shows that the body 
needs sanctification before we can 
render acceptable service unto the 
Lord. As sanctification has an entire- 
ly different effect on the hody to that 
of the Spirit and soul, we will speak of 
that in another article, it being the 
purpose at this time to show that 
sanctification excludes all that is not 
holy; and that it is for every faculty 
of the human being, superseding self- 
ishness, jealousy, self-will, self-con- 
ceit, envy, strife, and division, which 
things are generated and promoted in 
and by the unsanctified spirits and 
souls of men. Also to show that entire 
sanctification makes believers one for 
the specific purpose of counteracting 
infidelity, or that the world might 
believe that God sent His Son as a 
Redeemer. “For both he that sancti- 
fieth and they who are sanctified are 
all of one; for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren.” (Heb. 
2:11).

BEWARE OF. - 
COVETOUSNESS

for riches’ sake.” 

“My first shock occurred,” he said, 
“when one day an old man came into 
my office. He was a Scotchman whom 
I had known from my childhood. He 
came to America a poor boy, both he 
and his parents had struggled with 
poverty, and he had inherited the 
spirit of frugality and thrift. My earli- 
est recollection of him was as a young 
man filled with ambition, strength and 
capacity for enormous endeavor, fun- 
loving and kind. He now was an old 
man, broken and shattered. The open, 
generous expression had gone from 
his face, another - force was 
host of the citadel of his soul. He had 
become very rich, but had neglected 
other graces. His children had wander- 
ed away into different ways, none of 
them honoring the father. He told 
me his story, his life was bitter, and 
the end was unsatisfactory. Indeed, he 
said that if we were back again -in 
Scotland among the hills, free to 
choose the course of life again, he 
would gladly give up all the wealth 
his life had been dedicated to secure. 
Tears dropped from his eyes as he 
told me this. I imagine that tears had 
for a long time been a stranger to his 
hard face. It made me think, what was 
the difference between the course I 
was taking and the one which he, at 
my age, had pursued?” 

Like the prodigal son, the younger 
business man, warned by this living 
example of a shriveled soul, came_ to 
himself. Out of his struggle with his 
passion for riches and worldiy — suc- 
cess, he says: “There is a sin in the 
church that we are afraid to mention. 
What is its common name? I will tell 
you what its common name is, and 
what its aristocratic name is, and what 
its historical name is, and what its 
scriptural name is. It is covetousness.” 
O well, you say, that is not so bad. 
That is a pretty white sort of sin, in 
fact, almost a virtue, for it is just sav- 
ing, isn’t it? Being thrifty, being 
shrewd, that is what covetousness is, 
isn’t it? In that case, even if Paul and 
Isaiah and Jeremiah and some others 
speak of it as a sin, it cannot be so 
bad. Let us see what Paul says about 
it. Hear what he says: 

“For this ye know of a surety, that 
no fornicator, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in thé kingdom of 
Christ and God.” Eph. 5:5. 

Now that is awful. Surely Paul had 
gotten excited in speaking to the 
Ephesians. Surely he did not mean 
that a man who simply hangs onto this 
world’s good should be classified in 
such frightful company as_ fornica- 
tors and idolaters. It must be that he 
was excited that day. Let us see what 
he said to the Colossians when he 
spoke to them: 

“Put to death therefore your mem- 
bers which are upon the earth: forni- 
cation, uncleanness, passion, evil de- 
sires, and covetousness, which is idol- 
atry.” Col. 3:5. 

That is just about as bad as the oth- 
er. Surely Paul does not mean to speak 
thus about a man who gets a good big 
pile of money and then is kind 
enough to go to church and respectable 
enough to put a nice crisp bill on the 
plate, which is as much as_ he has 
given during the week tipping porters 
and handing out a few quarters and 
halves to those whom he felt would 
help him to achieve what he has in 
his heart to do. I have noticed quite 
a few, in my short experience, when 
they give, they do it in that selfish 
way, that will bring to themselves 
reputation, they always have a well 
planned aim in this giving. I know of 
one or two in particular who dodge 
the issue of tithing. I heard one man 
say that he believed in all this and 
thought the Church doctrine was good, 
but on watching him closely, I have 
never been able to detect or find out 
where he paid his tithes. He is good 
on hand-outs to the needy, but he 
always gets ahead of the committee, 
and when they reach the place, he 
has already been there and delivered 
his gift and taken his leave. I am 
wondering how this kind of people 
will get by at the judgment. 

Let us see what some of the rest of 
the Scripture has to say on this sub- 
ject, Romans, for example: 

“Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, wickedness, covetousness, malic- 
iousness; full of envy, murder, strife, 
deceit, malignity; whisperers, back- 
biters, hateful to God, insolent, 
haughty, boastful, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents.” Rom. 
1:29, 30. 

“To live as gently as I can; 

To be, no matter where, a man; 

To take what comes of good or ill, 

To cling to faith and honor still; 

To do my best and let that stand 

The record of my brain and hand: 

And then, should failure come to me, 

Still work and hope for victory! 


“To have no secret place wherein 

I stoop unseen to shame or sin; 

To be the same when I’m alone 

As when my every deed is known; 

To live undaunted, unafraid 

Of any step that I have made; 

To be without pretense or sham 

Exactly what men think I am.”

There is no one, from our 
first father and mother, who has been 
able to avoid it. Sometime on_life’s 
journey we are overtaken, and have 
to bow in submission to it. There could 
be, and are, books written on this 
one word, and still it is the same. 
Think of the money that is spent ev- 
ery year to alleviate pain. Then we'll 
look for a moment at another LITTLE 
word that has made its presence felt in 
every living thing on earth, and that 
is 
FEAR 

Perfect love is the only remedy that 
will cast it out, and until it is out, it 
will cause trouble of different kinds. 
Many times murder is caused by fear, 
one will take the life of another be 
cause he has fear of losing his own. 
The Book says, fear hath tormented, 
and truly it has.. Some parents are 
satisfied if their children fear them, 
and many children obey their parents 
because they fear them, and not be- 
cause they love, or honor them. 

In Micah 5:2, it says in speaking 
of the town that should afterwards be 
one of the most noted places of earth, 
“But thou Bethlehem  Ephratah 
though thou be LITTLE among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of thee 
shall He come forth unto me that is 
to be ruler of Israel; whose going 
forth have been from of old, from 
everlasting.” 

In Prov. 16:8, we find these words, 
Better is a LITTLE with righteous- 
ness, than great revenue’ without 
right. 

In 1st Kings 19:12, we find a storm, 
earthquake and fire; but after all had 
passed, and the Lord was not in any 
of it, there was a still SMALL voice. 
Sometimes we look for the Lord 
where there is the most noise, oF 
where there is something BIG going 
on, and as often as we look, we are 
disappointed for He manifests Him- 
self in the LITTLE things. We will 
look at his dealings with some of his 
servants. The first we will notice is 
a warrior for God, whose name is 

GIDEON 

We all remember how he started 
out to do something for the Lord. I 
can see him as he gets his army of 
thirty-two thousand men in_ shape. 
How he looked on them with pride, 
and no doubt said to himself, “This 
is the finest bunch of men in all this 
land, and there is no army that can 
stand against US, WE are going to do 
GREAT things now.” But wat wasn’t 
what the Lord wanted. He wanted the 
glory, and He knew if He gave the 
victory to this great army, the enemy 
would lift them with pride, and the 
name of the Lord would be second, if 
at all in it. So he told his servant to 
let all that were afraid go back to 
their homes, and twenty-two thousand 
went back. There were still too many, 
then he said for Gideon to bring them 
to the water, and God himself would 
do the next culling for him, so when 
they were brought to the water, there 
were only three hundred who could 
stand the test, so the Lord got more 
glory out of the three hundred than 
He would have gotten out of the whole 
army. Sometimes we wonder why the 
Lord doesn’t do so and so, when if He 
did, things would go to the wall. There 
are a lot of things hard to be under- 
stood here, but no doubt Gideon didn’t 
understand WHY the Lord took nearly 
all his men. If the Lord takes every- 
thing away from us that looks like 
would help us, we get discouraged and 
want to quit on the spot and say, 
“there is no use to try with this LIT- 
TLE that is left.” 

Cant. 2:15 says, “Take us the foxes, 
the LITTLE foxes that spoil the vines; 
for our vines have tender grapes.” It 
is the LITTLE things that count most, 
Life itself is made up of the LITTLE 
things. Many of us wait too long, look- 
ing for a chance to do something BIG, 
and life is soon gone, and we have 
missed it all, because we were not will- 
ing to do the LITTLE things as they 
were presented to us day by day. The 
next LITTLE thing we will notice is a 

KISS 

Of course this is a LITTLE thing, 
but who is it that has not felt the ef- 
fect of the kiss of charity? And who

Personally, I had as soon 
be licked in the face by a clean hound 
pup, as to be kissed by an enemy. 

Most as- 
suredly: they. will, and make you feel 
like you need an all-over bath, for they 
are most sure to leave some of their 
slime. We will next look at the 
widows’ 
MITE 

There has been a lot said pro and 
con about “mites,” but this one is a 
very small amount of money, and 
when Jesus saw the widow cast it in- 
to the treasury He said she had cast 
in MORE than all that had been giv- 
ing great sums of money. Some will 
not give because they say what they 
have to give is so small that they are 
ashamed to give it. In Gal. 5:9 we’ 
read “a LITTLE leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump.” There is sOme of us who 
do not see the effect of this in the 
Church every day. Of course it takes 
but just a LITTLE of it to start 
with, and it will grow to the place 
where there is no stopping it, and 
where there is all kinds of evil at 
work.

If you don’t, it is be 
cause you are too far from the Lord 
to hear Him talk to you, or you have 
hardened your heart against the truth 
till He has ceased to talk to you at all, 
and if this is the case, you are in an 
awful condition, and worse than you 
can realize. The devil is laughing at 
having you where he can talk, and 
you will be sure to listen. 

Settle it forever, that you are to 
deal directly with the Holy Ghost, and 
that He is to have the privilege o 
tying your tongue to use it as He 
sees fit, and at a time when He can 
glorify Jesus with it. The

is one of the LITTLE THINGS spoken 
of in the Bible, but it says, “Even so 
the tongue is a LITTLE member, and 
boasteth great things.
